Houſe of Mr. Riebard King, a Mercer upon the Bridge, in the Pariſh of St. 

= Olives Somtbwarksthe manner of the Robbery was as follows : The two per- 
fons before-mentioned,on the 8th of laſt, being Sabbath day, as it is ſappo- 
ſed, having Intelligence that Mr. King and all his Family (except his Maid-ſeavant, 
by oan Elge ) was gone to Church, came arid knocked at the door upon 
which, the Maid peeping through the Key-hole,demanded what they would have? 
their anſwer was, That they were friends of Mr. Kings, and would needs ſpeak 
with him: the Maid replyed he was not within: to which Sarton anſwered, that 
his Wife and he were newly come out of the Countrey , and that the Air was not 
agrecing with her, ſhe was taken ſick coming over the Bridge,and that-if ſhe would 
the door, they would Ray till Mr. King come home upon which ſhe opened 

it and let them in, they telling ber that they were her Matters Cozens, and ſeem- 
ed much to admire the Furniture of the Houſe, commending it above whatever 
they ſaw in the Country ; the Woman {till ſeiguing herſelf fick : and ſo cunning 
were they, that they would not believe the Wench, though ſhe ſeveral times affirm 
ed there was none at home but her ſelf; till asking for a Vault, ſhe told him, it 
was up fiairs at the top of the Houſe, where going up, he ſtaid but a very ſhort time, 
and then coming down again, went ſcemingiy to kiſs the Maid, and thereupon 
clapt his hands to her Throat, ſaying , He came for Money at which ſurprize ſhe 
crying out, the Woman cry'd, God dam ber ent ber Throat, and thereupon both ot 
them falling upon her, bound her, and then (carching for a Knife, st latt found one, 
with which they endeavoured to cut ber Throat; but ſhe with firugling got ber 
bands looſe, and wreſtcd the Knife out of their hands, upon which they binding 
her faſter, upon promiſe ſhe would no more cry out, left her,and went to breaking 
open the Trunks end Cheſis, and got one Silver Baſon, fix Silver Plates, two dozen 
of Spgons, two Tankards, one Sugar-diſh ; and then breaking open the ſhop · door, 
got a hundred and ninety ſeven pounds in money 3 but ia the time they were plun- 
dering, the Maid got looſe, though all —_— ſhut her (clf into a Room, and cry<d
